Installation of drainage pipe 
in Lakeview Estates, off High- 
way 111, was opposed Thursday 
night by Dr. Dean E. Roches- 
ter, a Pontoon Beach trustee, 
until. the project has been 
studied by an engineering firm 
and an evaluation made. 

Village trustees agreed to de- 
lay the proposed installation 
during the regular meeting, 
despite authorizing the project 
at their Aug. 26 business ses- 
sion, after Dr. Rochester re- 
minded the board that) “Long 
Lake: is one of the largest 
natural bodies of water! in Tlli- 
nois and we are killing it.” 

“There isn’t a qualified en- 
gineer on this board to say 
what will happen if we. put in 
that tile and nothing is done to 
prevent people from pumping 
septic tanks into the system,” 
the trustee continued. 

“If we are going ta break 
every local, county and state 
law and pollute Long Lake, let’s 
get a qualified engineer’s re- 
port so we can dot it right.” 

Protests Board Action 

Pr. Rochester prefaced his 
remarks by forcefully | object- 
ing to village board action to 
install the pipe at its last meet- 
ing. 

“All of you know. I have vig- 
orously opposed installing drain- 
age pipe in Lakeview Estates 
while people continue, to pump 
out their septic tanks, I never 
have ‘maintained any objection 
to the removal of surface wa- 
ter, but that water at Victoria 
and Fontainbleau after last 
week's rain was filled with sew- 
age pumped from septic) tanks.” 

“T regret I wasn't here at the 
last. meeting and T think the 
board could have waited, know- 
ing my feelings about this 
problem,” the trustee said. 

“When I ran several years 
ago as trustee I stood for clear- 
ing the pollution from Long 
Lake and I Still feel the same 
way. Everytime I see someone 
polluting the lake I am_ going 
to speak out,"”’ he stressed, add- 
ing, “Here the whole country is 
on a big ecology kick and we 


are killing Long Lake.” 

Stating that he can point out 
the householders that are pump- 
ing septic water into the drain- 
age system, Dr. Rochester told 
the board, “The other day I got 
a jar of this water and it was 
so foul I couldn’t put the jar in 
my car.” 

Village Has Engineers 

“We have engineers hired by 
the village, Sheppard, Morgan 
and Schwaab, and before we 


start this pipe installation we 
should get them in here to take 
a look at it,” he stressed. 

At this point, a man in the 
audience asked if an ordinance 
prohibits pumping septic tanks 
into the drainage system why 
was it allowed to continue. 

“Why? Because the health 
officer isn't doing a job,” 
Rochester said. “I am sym-

Capitol Comment -- Nixon 
Can Win State; Demos Need 
Simon Image for Governor

Springfield — a mid-Septem- 
ber survey of the Statehouse 
political scene suggests these 
conclusions: 

1. President Richard, M. Nix- 
on stands a better chance than 
before of carrying Illinois in 
1972 no mattér whom his oppon- 
ent might be. 

2. Lt. Gov. Paul Simon has 
almost clinched the Democratic 
nomination for governor. 

There are some clear-cut rea- 
sons for these two conclusions. 
Both reflect dramatic’ changes 
on either the national’ or state 
scene since mid-August. 

As is the case in other areas 
of the country, President Nix- 
on’s bold moves ‘on the econom- 
ic front appear to have measur- 
ably strengthened his support 
among rank-and-file Americans, 
especially independent voters. 
. Also — in Illinois, as elsewhere 
— none of the potential Demo- 
cratic presidential nominees 
seem to have gained any stat- 
ure and some are having diffi- 
culty maintaining what they 
have. 

On the state level, Simon’s 
chances of winning Mayor Rich- 
ard J. Daley's nod for the gub- 
ernatorial nomination have been 
clearly strengthened by that 
new Chicago uproar involving 
the Cook County state’s attorney 
and the Black Panthers. 

Whatever the eventual 
judicial settlement of that 
complicated and extremely 
emotional affair, the fact 
that it has occurred has 
probably ruled out any Dal- 
ey selection of a Chicagoan 
to head the Democratic 1972 
state ticket. 

The feeling beneath the 
Capitol Dome now is that 
Daley more than ever must 
pick a candidate for govern- 
or who has the public image 
of being beyond reproach 
from a politically moral 
standpoint. 

Besides that, the reasoning 
goes, he will-have to be a Down- 
stater. 

This formula, of course, fits 
Simon to a tee. 


Although the Statehouse: feel- 
ing persists that Daley. would 
prefer just about, anyone but 
Simon for governor, he may 
have no realistic alternative but 
to choose him or run the risk of 
losing the governorship, an of- 
fice most Democrats confident- 
ly expect to win. 

Downstate Democrats in par- 
ticular consider Simon a sure 
winner over Republican Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie and would 
consider the selection of a Chi- 
cagoan as nominee as a bitter 
affront by the mayor. 

If Daley does persist in his 
presumed reluctance to favor 
Simon, he might conceivably 
get by by giving the governor 
nod to State Auditor Michael 
J. Howlett. 

Although from Chicago, How- 
lett during three terms as aud- 
itor has built up a large Down- 
state following — including Re- 
publicans as well as Democrats 
— and would probably run as 
well as Simon in most Down- 
state areas. 

But the Statehouse feeling 
right now is that Howlett will 
wind up running for state comp- 
troller, the. replacement office 
for auditor provided for in the 
new Ilinois Constitution. 

There is Capitol skepticism 
that, if turned down for gover- 
nor, he would take on the ad- 
mitted tough job of running 
against John W. Lewis for sec- 
retary of state. 

Howlett, it is believed, 
could be virtually assured 
of election as comptroller, 
but might well lose to Lewis 
in a close race. 

There is no longer any 
Statehouse doubt that Ogil- 
vie will run for reelection. 

U.S. Senator Charles H. 
Percy is strongly favored to 
be reelected and there is 
increasing speculation that 
State Treasurer Alan J. 
Dixon might wind up as the 
Democratic challenger. 
Republican Attorney General 

William J. Scott is still expected 
to go again and Chicagoan 
Thomas Foran, now trying for 
governor, is rated as his prob- 
able foe.

Shooting Victim Dies

for the Gateway Chapter of the 
National Cystic Fibrosis | Re- 
search Foundation. 


The local woman is heart- 
breakingly aware of the tragic 
consequences of Cystic Fibrosis 
(C/F) having lost an. infant 
grandson to the disease. The 
Worthens also have two other 
grandchildren with C/F. 


Cystic Fibrosis is the most 
serious disease affecting chil- 
dren's lungs and “digestion. 
About one in every 1,000 in- 
fants is born with the ailment 
which is hereditary. Both par- 
ents of a C/F child carry a 
defective gene that frequently 
causes the disease to appear in 
their offsprings, Mrs. Worthen 
explained. 

Campaign Starts 

This week, a door-to-door 
campaign for funds will be con- 
ducted throughout the Quad- 
Cities, the chairman said. Dur- 
ing the drive, literature con- 
cerning the disease will be 
made available to local resi- 
dents. 

Canisters are being distribut- 
ed to area business firms. Resi- 
dents not contacted by a vol- 
unteer marcher may send con- 
tributions to Mrs. Worthen or 
to the National Cystic Fibrosis 
Research Foundation, Gateway 
Chapter, 7730 Carondelet St., St. 
Louis, Mo. 63105. 

Today, there is a network of 
116 centers to which 12,000 C/F 
patients have come for diag- 
nosis and treatment. It is es- 
timated that there are 25,000 
cases as yet undiagnosed. 

Every year since 1960, Mrs. 
Worthen explained, an average 
of one year of life has been 
added to diagnosed patients. 
Where the average age of death 
was one to two years, now it 
is between 12 and 14 years.

3 Cities to 
Large Area 


Postmasters Theodore Over- 
beck, William Clinton and 
Charles Simmons, discussing a 
new mail service announced in 
Washington, today said that ef- 
fective immediately, a large 
geographic area will be able to 
receive overnight delivery of 
first-class mail originating with- 
in Granite City, Madison and 
Venice, 

The: local postmasters said 
areas shown on a map of the 
East St. Louis Sectional Center 
will benefit from the next day 
deliveries under a new mail 
service goal announced by Post- 
master General Winton M. 
Blount. 

The areas linked with the 
Quad-Cities fof fast service are 
those which have the first-three- 
digit Zip Codes of 620 and 622. 

Postmastet General Bount on 
Aug. 26 unveiled the Postal 
Service’s new goal of overnight 
delivery on local area first-class 
mail deposited by 5 p.m. 

“The postmaster general has 
pointed out. that this program 
will affect more than half of all 
first-class letter mail sent in the 
United States. So customers of 
every post office in the country 
will be benefitting from_ the 
new service goal,” the three 
Quad-City postmasters said in 
a joint statement. 

Substantially more than half 
of the 52 billion pieces of first- 
class mail handled annually are 
for delivery in the same city 
where deposited or in nearby 
communities. 

Must Be Zip-Coded 

The areas outlined today by 
the local postmasters are those 
within which next-day delivery 
will be provided for zip-coded 
first-class mail deposited by 5 
p.m, on weekdays in business 
areas, and at collection points 
on its main thorougfares. 

The Postal Service set Oct. 31 
as the deadline for achieving 
95% of the goal. 

Postmaster Overbeck said 
such mail must, be deposited in 
boxes: located in downtown , 
Granite City; the Bellemore 
and Nameoki Village shopping 
centers; along the 24th Street 
parkway; and at the Granite 
City Post Office on Madison 
Avenue, 

“First class zip-coded mail 
deposited in the Post Office lob- 
by or in the three boxes at the 
front, side and rear of the Post 
Office up to 8 p.m. also will re- 
ceive the same service,” Over- 
beck said. 

“Check the collection box 
time card on each box for the 
time of collection and the loca- 
tion of the box for later collec- 
tion,” he added. 

Madison Postmaster Clinton 
said, “Mail deposited in the two 
boxes at Seventh Street and 
Madison Avenue—one in front of 
the Post Office and one by the 
bank—will receive this service.”” 

Venice Postmaster Simmons 
related that mail deposited in 
the box at the Venice Post Of- 
fice will receive the overnight 
service.

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Coking Process Is Biggest Offender, Hearing Told 


About 435 pounds per hour of 
coal and coke particles are re- 
leased into the air each hour 
by.the coke ovens and quench 
tower at Granite City Steel Co., 
Anton Telford, manager of the 
Environmental Protection Ag- 
ency region 4 office in Collins- 
ville, testified at hearings 
Thursday in City Hall. 

Telford was called to the 
stand Thursday afternoon for 
cross examination in the EPA 
hearings charging Granite City 
Steel Ca, with air pollution, He 
was called by Thomas Sullivan 
of Chicago, attorney for the 
company, for questions concern- 
ing standard pollution emission 
factors for coke ovens and 
quench towers to which he had 
testified for the prosecution. 

Telford said that several op- 
erations were within the allow- 
able EPA limits including un- 
loading of coal and reduction of 
the coal into coke. About 49.7 
pounds of particles per hour are 
emitted in the unloading of coal, 
compared to 53.2 pounds per 
hour allowed. An additional 53.2 
pounds of particles are emitted 
during the reduction phase 
which is’ well within the 53.2 
pounds allowed for that opera- 
tion, Telford said. 

The worst offer, Telford 
said, is caning cng coal 
into the hot ovens) in which 
about 187 pounds of particles 
were released each hour into 
the air, compared to 53.2 pounds 
per hour allowed. In quenching, 
about 112 pounds of dust rose 
as compared to the same 
amount as allowed in coking 
he testified. 


Emission Factors 
In the pushing operation (re- 


moving hot coke from the 
ovens) about 75 pounds of parti- 
culate matter are emitted, again 
over the 53.2 pounds per hour 
the regulations permit, -accord- 
ing to Telford. 

The EPA official said that all 
calculations were based on 
seven and one-half pushing cy- 
cles per hour to which Herbert 
Caplin, assistant state attorney 
general, quoted previous testi- 
mony showing more than eight 
and one-half pushes per hour 
was normal under the com- 
pany’s seven minute cycle. 


“In that case the emissions 
would be greater,” Telford 
stated. 


Caplin, who is prosecuting the 
case for the EPA with the as- 
sistance of John W. Leskera, 
East St. Louis attorney, then 
questioned whether the amount 
of pollution would increase if 
the amount of coal charged was 
increased, to which Telford re- 
plied, “It would.” 

Caplin asked the witness if he 
felt the calculations he made 
for the defense were a valid 
determination of emissions from 
Granite City Steel Co., and Tel- 
ford commented that in his 0] 
ion they were not. 

Merlin Rohlinger, chief chem- 
ist for the EPA, Air Pollution 
Division, Springfield, testified 


Thursday to dust taken from ev- 
eral local homes. Under cross 
examination he took samples of 
the dust and demonstrated the 
iron content by passing a mag- 
net over the dust. A portion of 
the dust clung to the magnet 
which indicated it was iron, ac- 
cording to Rohlinger. When 
asked if iron was a normal con- 
tent in air, Rohlinger respond- 
ed, ‘No, not to my experience.” 

The hearings adjourned Thurs- 
day afternoon until Sept. 22 with 
subsequent sessions Sept. 23 and 
24, Oct. 6, 7 and 8, and Oct. 20, 
21, and 22. “I expect to finish 
the prosecution the last week of 
hearings in October,” Caplin 
said during a recess.

SPRINGFIELD — Persons op- 
erating snowmobiles in Illinois 
must now register the vehicles 
with the department of conser- 
vation, under new legislation 
signed by Gov. Richard B, Ogil- 
vie.

‘A $100,000 appropriation was 
included in the bill to get the 
program in operation, and pro- 
ceeds from the registration will 
go into a special snowmobile 
fund to pay for maintenance of 
trails and related costs of ad- 
ministering the program, such 
as planning and patrol of trails.

One-Pot-Dishes 

“Glorious Stew"? is the delib- 
erately low-key title for a re- 
markably comprehensive collec- 
tion of one-pot dishes. 

The recipes run the gamut 
from traditional — boeuf bour- 
guignon, pot-au-feu, ratatouille, 
Irish lamb stew, veal papri- 
kash, beef stroganoff — to un- 
usual concoctions from far-flung 
corners of the world — highly 
seasoned beef collops from Eng- 
land; Near Eastern yogurt kore- 
she, a savory meatball stew; 
and a South American beef stew 
with carrots, corn and squash 
with a pumpkin as a serving 
dish. 

Among the other countries 
represented are: Greece, AU 
tria, China, Holland, Portu; 
Hungary and Italy, and there is 
even an Italian-style Hungarian 
goulash. 
tries are New England clam 
chowder and New Orleans cre- 
ole jambalaya. 

Especially helpful are Miss 
Ivens’ excellent suggestions for 
accompaniments: what to nib- 
ble and sip before, the wine to 
serve with, and desserts to 
crown the meal with glory; 
Edam and Gouda cheeses on 
dark bread with small glasses 
of iced genever gin seem an 
excellent preamble to the spicy 
Dutch stew called hache. 


Cooking With Wine 

Massee provides an informa- 
tive introduction on the wines 
to cook with — and drink. Re- 
freshingly, he departs from the 
old adage, “The better the wine, 
the better the dish.” 

Observing that the subtleties 
of a great wine are lost in the 
cooking, he revises the maxim 
to: “The subtler the dish, 
the better the wine," recom- 
mending a finer, lighter wine to 
accompany, say, a delicately 
sauced blanquette, whereas a 
pungent, spicy dish would be 
better served by — and with — 
a more robust wine. 

Where Miss Ivens’ book comes 
close to being the complete book 
of stews — not only in the range 
of recipes presented, but in the 
almost endless opportunities it 
opens up for the creative cook 
— Massee’s ‘‘Pasta Pronto!” is 
comparatively slim. Fewer 
recipes, and mostly classic 
ones, but nonetheless an excel-

This light and lovely custard 
is served hot as soon as it is 
made. In principle, it is a cus- 
tard made with an equal num- 
ber of egg yolks, tablespoons of 
marsala, and sugar, with one 
extra egg white for extra fluffi- 
ness. If cream sherry is used in- 
stead of marsala it becomes a 
Spanish flan. 
ZABAGLIONE 

5 egg youks, plus 
one whole egg 
6 tbsps. sugar 

6 tbsps. marsala 

Bring a little water to sim- 
mer in the bottom of a double 
boiler. In the top part, away 
from the heat, beat the eggs 
and sugar until pale and fluff; 

Now put the pan over the 
simmering water, but not touch- 
ing it, and continue beating, 
adding the marsala gradually. 
Beat until it is hot and thick, 
thick enough to hold its shape 
in a spoon. This may take as 
long as 10 minutes. 

Spoon into dessert dishes or 
parfait glasses, and serve im- 
mediately.

Instruction Stimulating Gifted Students’ Creativity, Interest in Variety of Fields 


Each year, the Gifted Pro- 
gram Development Section, Illi- 
nois Department for Exception- 
al Children, stipulates that a 
portion or portions of a local 
school district's gifted pupil 
program must be evaluated. 
Granite City was included in 
the latest evaluation and passed 
with high praise. 

The results weighed heavily 
in the state's decision for con- 
tinued financial support in ap- 
proving the district’s proposal 
for the ensuing year. 

In the 1970-71 school year, the 
Faculty and Administrative Ad- 
visory Committee for the Gifted 
Program endorsed the proposal 
made by Mrs. Sally Sowell, di- 
rector of the Granite City gifted 
program, that a systemwide 
evaluation of the program (kin- 
dergarten through twelfth grade) 
be made through the use of 
student, parent and teacher 
questionnaires. 

1,189 Questionnaires 

Four hundred _ seventy-five 
student questionnaires were dis- 
tributed to a random sampling 
of students in all grade levels 
participating in the program; 
585 parent questionnaires were 
mailed to parents selected at 
random and preferably those 
whose children did not fill out a 
questionnaire. 


In participating elementary 
schools, one questionnaire per 
grade level was distributed to 
teachers with the understanding 
that a concensus of teachers’ 
opinions would be reflected on 
the questionnaires, which to- 
taled 79. At the junior and 
senior high school levels, all 
teachers who were teaching or 
had previously taught the 
classes of the above average 
students were given a question- 
naire (50). 

With the aid of clerical help, 
Richard Brinkhoff, director of 
the -Demonstration Center at 
Parkview Elementary School, 
compiled and analyzed the re- 
sults of the returned question- 
naire. The return percentage 
was apparently 100% from stu- 
dents, as the forms were filled 
out at school. There was 334% 
return from parents, and 85.5% 
return from teachers. 

Following is a summary of 
the findings, and the conclu- 
sions drawn by Brinkhoff. Per- 
centages are frequently af- 
fected by one particular area of 
the school structure—primary, 
intermediate, junior or senior 
high school. 


1. 93.5% of the students feel 
that they belong in the special 
class.

placed drew the percentage 
down significantly. 

These percentages allow a 
conclusion that: the students are 
generally very happy and/or 
pleased to be in the special 
class but that, perhaps, a more 
refined selection practice should 
be followed at the junior high 
level. 

2. 75.1% of the students 
feel that they enjoy school 
more as a result of being in 
the special program, while 
only 3.9% of students said 
they like school less as a 
result of being in the pro- 

‘am. 

The only group of stu- 
dents with a percentage sig- 
nificantly higher than the 
mean is the junior high 
group. This may be attribu- 
table to the need for better 
selection criteria on the 
junior high level, or it may 
be due to the change of at- 
titude generally found in 
junior high students. 

3. There are considerably 
fewer things the students would 
like changed than there are 
things the students like. 

A strong indication of the 
need for excellent teachers for 
this group of children is shown 
by the large number of stu- 
dents who cited their teacher 
as one of the things they like 
best. 

The second need evident for 
a class of gifted children is a 
variety of instructional materi- 
als and teaching strategies. 

Independent Study 

Third, the study demonstrates 
that the gifted children need 
and want freedom to work on 
independent projects, to inves- 
tigate interest areas in depth, 
to share their opinions with 
others, and the freedom to work 
and progress at their own pace. 

4. The special classes for tal- 
ented children have developed 
children’s interest in a wide 
range of activities outside of 
class. 

The strongest of these is their 
increased interests in reading 
and writing. Other increased in- 
terests include mathematics, 
science and sports activities. 

To Brinkhoff, one of the most 
significant findings is the fact 
that the special classes are 
stimulating significant interest 
in the creative arts areas. 

5. Perhaps the strongest 
point which comes across in 
the questionnairé is the 
need for diversified mate- 
rial. Brighter children learn 
from a wide source of ma- 
terial and resent repeating 
unnecessary material. 

This part of the study would 
suggest that the search for 
material should continue, and 
that the teachers should be 
constantly on the lookout for 
new material and informed of 
its availability. 

In relation to this, it is be- 
lieved that the gifted depart- 
ment should take a close look 
at the English series currently 
being used on the junior high 
level and all the textbooks cur- 
rently being used in the ac- 
celerated high school classes 

Parent Questionnaire 

1. 93.8% of all the parents 
who have returned the question- 
naire believe that their child is 
correctly placed in the program. 
This strongly suggests that the 
parents have a great deal of 
confidence in the school student 
assessment practices. 

Of the 6.2% of the parents 
who did not indicate they felt 
their child is correctly placed, 
only .7% of the parents felt 
their child is misplaced. The 
remainder did not indicate 
either way, although most of 
them explained their lack of 


response,on the fact that their 


child has always been in the 
program. 

2. Only 2.5% of the parents 
who returned the que: 
said they felt there had been 
an undesirable change in their 
child’s attitude toward school 
as a result of being in -the 
gifted classes; however, it can- 
not be assumed that all 97.5% 
of parents who did not indicate 
a negative feeling represent 
positive responses. Too many of 
the parents did not cite an ex- 
ample for this assumption to be 
made. 

Part two of the question 
yielded similar results. Only 
1.5% of the parents indicated 
there had been an undesirable 
change in the child's attitude 
toward himself as a result of 
being in the program. 

It can be concluded that the 
parents strongly believe that 
the program has not harmed— 
and in most cases has improved 
—the child's atttiude toward 
school and of himself. To what 
degree this belief is held is im- 
possible to determine, Brink- 
hoff says. 

Grading System Concern 
3. The parents listed 2.3 times 

as many things they like best 
about the class than things 
they would like changed. A 
close look at the desired 
changes reveals that the grad- 
ing system is a major concern 
of the parents with children in 
the elementary schools and to a 
lesser degree those parents who 
have children in junior and sen- 
ior high school. 

No single type of grading 
system is desired by the par- 
ents; perhaps this indicates the 
parents should receive a better 
explanation of the grading sys- 
tem used in the schools. 

Other changes suggested by 
a significant number of parents 
include the desire for their 
children to have less home- 
work, some of the textbooks be 
reviewed, and better screening 
or preparation of teachers for 
special classes. More parents 
expressed pleasure with the 
teachers than expressed dis- 
pleasure. 

4. It is evident from the gen- 
eral tone of the questionnaire 
that the public should be better 
informed about the over-all 
gifted program in Granite City 
schools. 

5. 37.5% of the parents 
cited specific examples of 
noticeable changes in their 
child's behavior at home as 
a result of participating in 
the program. Of the parents 
whe listed specific changes, 
enly four were negative 
changes; ‘the remainder 
were all positive. 

About 6% of the parents who 
returned the questionnaire 
stated that there was no notice- 
able change because the child 
had always been in the pro- 
gram 

6. It is evident from the re- 
turned parent questionnaires 
that the classes for talented 
children had a significant carry- 
over into activities in the home; 
54.6% of the parents cited spe- 
cific examples of activities 
their child has been motivated 
to pursue at home as a result 
of participation in the gifted 
program. 

Teacher Questionnaire 
1. Teachers: who were polled 

favorably accept the program 
by a wide margin and feel that 
other teachers accept the pro- 
gram by nearly as wide a mar- 
gin; 79.5%, of the teachers said 
that other teachers in their 
building favorably accept the 
program and 83.49% of the 
teachers personally are favor- 
ably to the program. 

Teachers in the senior high 
school view the program most 
favorably and the elementary 
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and junior high teachers only a 
little less favorably. 

2. 70.5% of the teachers are. 
satisfied with the flexible move- 
ment of students; 63.2% believe 
that the screening process is 
adequate :and 58.6% of the 
teachers feel that the criteria 
for accelerating or dropping 
students is as clearly defined as 
possible. 

Strong disagreedemnt both on 
the screening process and on 
the criteria for accelerating ap- 
pears on the elementary and 
junior high level. Jt can be con- 
cluded that elementary and jun- 
ior high teachers need training 
in gifted child identification. 
Perhaps the establishment of 
identification guidelines is ad- 
visable. 

3, 85.2% of the teachers polled 
prefer homogerieous grouping 
over heterogeneous grouping 
for gifted students, indicating 
their strong desire to continue 
present grouping practices, 

4. About half of the ele- 
mentary teachers and sen- 
jor high teachers feel they 
need additional material to 
meet the needs of their stu- 
dents, but all teachers 
generally agree that the 
materials which have been 
supplied to them challenge 
their students’ abilities. 


It can be concluded that 
funds for material should 
be concentrated on the sen- 
ior high level and that the 
director of the gifted de- 
partment should strongly 
urge other departments in 
the school district to in- 
crease aurlio-visual equip- 
ment and library facilities 
in the elementary schools. 

5. Results-of the questionnaire 
suggest that the various evalu- 
ation systems used in the gifted 
classes should be reviewed. No 
clear-cut conclusions can be 
drawn about the teachers’ feel- 
ings on this matter; the need 
for additional study of the mat- 
ter is indicated. 

6. Much ta Brinkoff's sur- 
prise, it cannot be con- 
cluded from the responses re- 
ceived on the questionnaire that 
teachers need additional plan- 
ning time. 

7. It is obvious from the ques- 
tionnaire that an improved way 
of informing teachers about in- 
service programs must be 
found, he noted. 

8. 83.2% of the teachers on 
the elementary and junior high 
levels feel they receive suffi- 
cient help from the consultant. 

9. The teachers are quite 
pleased with the promptness 
with which requested services 
are met.

Complaints of Freeze Violations 
Can Be Telephoned or Written Out 


This column of questions and 
answers on the Wage and Price 
Freeze is provided by the U. S. 
jInternal Revenue Service and is 
published as a public service. 
It answers questions most fre- 
quently asked about the Wage 
and Price Freeze jannounced 
Aug. 15 by President Nixon. 

Q—How did the Internal 
Revenue Service | get in- 
volved in answering ques- 
tions about the Wage-Price 
Freeze? 

A—The Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice undertook the assignment at 
the request of the Office of 
Emergency Preparedness, which 

\is the operating arm of the new 

| Wage-Price program, 

Utilizing its nationwide tax- 
| payer assistance network, the 
| IRS receives, analyzes and in- 
{vestigates complaints and an- 

swers questions at 360 of its 

- offices throughout the country. 

Q—What does the IRS do 
after it receives |a com- 
plaint of a Wage-Price 
Freeze violation? 

| A—The IRS will agknowledge 
the complaint and, if, there is a 
reasonable basis for concluding 
that a violation may exist, it 
may contact the alleged offend- 
er to obtain voluntary compli- 
ance with the Presidential or- 
der or conduct further investi- 
gation. 

The IRS offices will report to 
the Office of Emergency Pre- 
paredness when further action 
is required. Actual prosecutions 
are thesresponsibility of the 

stice Department. 

Do complaints of 
eze violations have to he 
in writing? 

A—No. Aljhough the IRS pre- 
fers that complaints be written 
to make referrals to the Office 
of Emergency Preparedness 
easier—and to establish wheth- 
er there is any pattern of prob- 
lems in a particular area—all 
complaints are recorded, ana- 
lyzed and investigated. The 
East St. Louis IRS phone num- 
ber is 274-2200. 

Q—I’m supposed to get a 
promotion in October. Can I 
still be promoted despite 
the Freeze? ’ 


A—Yes. Actual promotions to 
established positions with great- 
er responsibilities are allowed, 
as well as increases in appren- 
tice’s and learner’s rates under 
programs set up before Aug. 15. 
However, merit and longevity 
increases are not permitted 
during the Freeze. 

Q—What sort of penalties 
will be invoked against 
businesses that violate the 
Freeze?

an individual or business from 
violating the Presidential order. 

Failure to comply with the 
injunction may place the viola- 
tor in contempt of court and re- 
sult in the handing down of 
civil: penalties on an escalating 
daily basis. 

The law also provides a $5,000 
fine which may be imposéd for 
each violation. 

Q—My college announced 
last spring that it would 
raise tuition for the fall se- 
mestér. Is this increase 
covered by the Freeze? 
A—No. Increases in tuition 

rates announced before Aug. 15 
may still take place, even 
though they do not go ‘into ef- 
fect until September, because 
commitments and, in many 
cases, payments have already 
been made, 

Q—My landlord sent me a 
notice the first week of 
August that my rent was to 
be increased as of Sept. 1. 
Do I have to pay the in- 
crease 
A—No.’ Rents, on apartments 

and houses ca@hnot be raised 
during the Freeze period. Even 
if an agreement had. been 
signed before Aug. 15 and 
scheduled to go into effect after 
the 15th, the increase would not 
be allowed. 

Q—I’m moving into a new 
apartment. How can I tell 
if my landlord is over- 
charging me for rent and 
violating the Freeze? 
A—Check the rents charged 

for comparable apartments in 
the immediate area. The rent 
you pay cannot be any higher. 


Party Switch by“Mayor Lindsay . 
Seen as Damaging Nixon Campaign

“The reelection of John V. 
Lindsay in New York (as may- 
or),” this columnist wrote in a 

| Dec. 4, 1969, column, “puts 
President Nixon in the potenti- 
ally precarious position of fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of Her- 
bert Hoover and becoming a 
one-term Republican president.” 

Twenty months after this 
prediction, John V. Lindsay 
has made the predictable 
switch to the Democratic Party, 
placing him in a powerful posi- 
tion to grab the 1972 Democratic 
nomination or to head a fourth- 
party challenge. 

George Wallace's recent an- 
nouncement that he will make 
another presidential try in 1972 
and the revolt of the GOP right 
against Nixon’s policies place 
the President’s reelection 

- chances in deep jeopardy. 

Nothing illustrates the Nixon 
administration’s political mis- 
calculation more than its neu- 
trality in the 1969 New York 
mayoralty campaign. 

“Tt was in the long-term poli- 
tical self-interest of Nixon Re- 
publicans,” we wrote ‘when 
Lindsay was reelected in 1969, 
“to insure, after Lindsay’s de- 
feat in the Republican primary, 
that Lindsay’s Democratic or 
Republican - Conservative oppo- 
nent won on Nov. 4 (1969).”” 

Instead, the administra- 
tion refused to aid either 
Lindsay opponent, permit- 
“ting the New York mayor to 
win as a minority candidate 
in a vote split three ways. 
Nixon Republicans may take 

comfort from the fact John 
Lindsay hag turned in ‘a disas- 
trous record as mayor of New 
York City. The logical reply of 
Lindsay supporters, however, is 
that Nixon has turned in a dis- 
astrous record as President. 

The. economic troubles of the 
country at home and abroad 
have given the Democrats a 
powerful political weapon, which 
Lindsay has used in attacking 
the Nixon administration. 

Lindsay has a lot more going 
for him than regular Nixon Re- 
publicans are willing to con- 
cede. 

First, the press confer- 
ence at which Lindsay an- 
nounced his switch was 
packed with pro-Lindsay 
members of the press. 

The loathing that the lib- 
eral eastern press has for 


Nixon, especially in the 
wake of the conflicts over 
the Pentagon Papers and 
the CBS-TV documentary, 
“The Selling of the Penta- 
gon,” must be seen and 
heard to be believed. 

Lindsay effectively used this 
issue during his press confer- 
ence announcing his switch, 
charging the administration 
with “repression,” retreat from 
the Bill of Rights, and trying 
“to censor what we see on tel- 
evision and read in our news- 
papers.” 

Second, Lindsay has pow- 
erful appeal with the young 
who will vote for the first 
time in 1972, 


Ironically, Mr. Nixon 
made. possible the 18-year- 
old vote, although he was 
warned at the time it might 
be his undoing. 

A Gallup poll conducted 
among college students showed 
Lindsay leading major political 
contenders for the presidency 
from both parties. 

Lindsay, looking so much like 
John F. Kennedy, also can cap- 
italize on the longing of many 
Americans to recapture the 
youthful political style that was 
snuffed out by a sniper bullet 
in Dallas eight years ago. 

During Lindsay's press con- 
ference, aides of the mayor let 
slip thag already feelers were 
going out to professional party 
people and members of organ- 
izgd labor, 

Another weapon held by the 
pro-Lindsay liberals and_ left- 
wingers is that of a fourth- 
party bid should the Democrats 
try to nominate a more conserv- 
ative or moderate candidate 
like Sen. Henry M. Jackson of 
Washington state. 

A Lindsay, Jackson, Nixon 
and Wallace race in 1972 would 
so splinter the vote that if 
Nixon was reelected it would 
be by a razor-thin margii 

The Democrats are hun- 
gry to* recapture the White 
House and thus the Lindsay 
rule-or-ruin liberals are 
holdling a loaded pistol at 
the head of the professional 
party people with the threat 
of a fourth-party campaign. 
Lindsay’s switch to the Dem- 

ocrats. can be lethal to Nixon’s 
re-election chances. But he has 
no one to blame but himself.

It would be an exaggeration to say that, 
as a result of this, government at all levels has 
been corrupted.

State Parochial Aid Bill Needs Revision 


Iinois’ $30 million parochial school tax 
aid legislation has ‘been properly returned to the 
General Assembly for revision. If the state is to 
begin such support, it should do so on a basis 
that is not likely to be overturned by court ac- 
tion part way through the school year. 

Guidelines for such financial assistance 
were outlined in June by the U.S. Supreme 
Court in overturning programs in Rhode Island 
and Pennsylvania on the ground that they 
caused “excessive entanglements’ between pri- 
vate school systems and fhe states. 

Gov. Ogilvie is recommending that the Il- 
linois bill be modified to limit’ the purpose of 
reimbursement for the teaching of secular sub- 
jects to textbook purchases and such auxiliary 
services as health care, psychological and guid- 
ance counseling and remedial reading courses. 

Because the court ruling was handed down 


after the legislation was enacted, it was impos- 


sible for it to be made to conform in the spring 
session. The fall Assembly meeting will afford 
that opportunity. 

In addition to the restriction in kinds of 
aid, the changes involve an expanded role for 
parents in selecting a school, a strengthened 
system. of vouchers, re moval of non-public 
schools from receipt and control of state funds, 
and increased authority for public school dis- 
tricts in providing school books and for parents 
in requesting them. 


Airport Stand Will Test East-West Gateway 


Can a two-state quasi-governmental body 
function effectively when representatives of the 
two states differ, or will it serve merely to block 
those improvement projects which become a 
bit controversial? 

Such a question may be aiiswered by wheth- 
er the effort to build a major*new metropolitan 
airport succeeds during the 1970s. It. clearly 
ought to be built in Illinois close to St. Louis, 
but some Missourians are opposing the plan 
even though all they may accomplish is to pre- 
vent a new airport anywhere in this region. 

The Regional Forum, composed of citi- 
zens, appointed to help advise the East-West 
Gateway Coordinating Council, last week tabled 
resolutions which would have indicated prefer- 
ence for the Illinois site over a St. Charles, Mo., 
location. An ecological task force report by 
Clyde Wiseman, former Alton mayor, showed 
Smartt Field at St. Charles is certain to: interfere 
with the Mississippi flyway a major route 
for migratory birds — and to have other harm- 
ful effects if expanded to the extent proposed. 

Robert Cohn, Regional Forum vice-chair- 
man, successfully called for additional study, 
despite the urgency of the airport plan. 

Because Fast-West Gateway will play a 
prominent part in advising the federal govern- 
ment whether to approve and fund the pro- 
posed regional airport in Illinois, it may have to 
come face to face this fall or winter with wheth- 
er it is going to take a “delay it forever" 
approach or a decisive, reasonablly prompt 
stand. 

At stake along with the airport issue is 
whether the Coordinating Council will gain the 
stature of being an objective, responsible or- 
ganization.
